Reasons for Allowance 
The present invention is directed to a process for preparing pyrazolylarylalkine 

compounds of formula (I), ft5 . The closest prior art of record is in the Journal of 

the Chemical Society, Perkin Trans. 1, 1999, 3713-3720 (Tretyakov et al.), which teaches a 
similar process of preparing pyrazolylarylalkine compounds. The difference is that in the instant 
application, the starting material (pyrazole) undergoes a substitution reaction with a palladium 
catalyst, followed by an elimination reaction, followed by halogenation, followed by an 
elimination reaction to yield the product. The prior art of Tretyakov teaches a process where the 
starting material (pyrazole) undergoes a substitution reaction with a palladium catalyst to yield 
the product (see Scheme 3 on p. 3715).
